very  new.  SINCERITY  is  a  very  light  sulphur-yellow  flower 
with  excellent  long  and  strong  stem,  not  clumsy  but  strong 
enough  to  stand  being  held  out  horizontally  and  revolving 
without  bending,  or  snapping  at  the  head.  The  foliage  is 
dark  green  and  leathery,  growth  is  very  good  and  flowering 
early — at  no  time,  even  late,  does  it  show  an  open  center, 
its  a  10  inch  bloom  3  to  4  deep.
